VOICE OF PEACE 


One hundred millions — of 
listeners, it is estimated, heard 
the radio broadcast of Septem- 
ber 19 from various capitals 
when leaders of other hundreds 
of millions of people attempted 
to reassure the world on the 
subject of peace. Mr. Anthony 
Eden, young Foreign Secretary 
of Great Britain, and Mr. Cor- 
dell Hull, the United States 
Secretary of State, agreed in 
their contention that war did not 
thrive on prosperity. In other 
words, .they suggested that a 
prosperous people, necessarily 
contented, were hard to convert 
to the doctrine of war, preached 
by. those who pin their faith 
first and last in the might of 
their arms. To support their 
claim that ‘the outlook for con- 
tinued peace was not. hopeless 
they. pointed. out that.most na- 
tions were more prosperous 
to-day than they were a year 
ago. By implication, then, we 
can expect trouble from those 
powers whose wealth makes 
them least formidable in the 
economic sphere. It seems 
logical to suppose that by their 
own impetuousness these poorer, 
ambitious nations, who resort 
to arms to improve their lot, 
may ultimately exhaust them- 
selves. Indeed, it was on this 
thesis that the idea of economic 
sanctions was built. Hitherto 
saiictlons have been unpopular 
With the great trading nations, 
and possibly because of their 
belated application have had 
little or no effect. The fact is 
they have not had o fair trial. 
But if the League of Nations, 
which sired. the. sanctions 
scheme, disowns its child it is 
possible that world opinion, 
hardening independently, as it 
were, against aggression, may 
result’ in such a restriction of 
commerce with the warrior 
powers that the effect visualised 


by sanctionists will be achieved. 
In other words, unofficial sanc- 


‘| tions may- be imposed outside of 


the League structure, to last not 
only until an aggressor has been 
checked, but until it shall have 
recompensed those victimised, 
and restored all territory and 
property acquired through war. 
As for Mr. Eden's and Mr. 
Huil’s assumption that it is only 
the poorer and down-trodden 
people who value life so little 
that they are ready to go to war 
on little provocation or at the 
call of men who dream of glories 
to be found in conquests, there 
is a flaw.

A world record 100 metres dash by 
Ben Johnson, the little American 
negro athIcte, who also won the 200 
metres event; unother record-brenak- 
dng effort by D.:O. Finlay, the Bri- 
tish hurdler, in the 110 metres hur- 
dies, and the fine running of P, D. 
Ward-In the 5,000 metres event were 
the high lights of the international 
athletle mecting held at the Colombes 
Stadium. ; 

Johnson, who sot to within a tenth 
of a second in the prellminary heat 
for the 100 metres event, clocked 
10.2 in the final to beat the world 
record of 10,3 held jointly by Percy 
Williams (Canhda), Eddie Tolan, 
Ralph Metcalfe and Eulace Peacock 
(United States) and C. D. Berger 
(Holland). 

Alan Pennington, the Oxford Blue, 
was a brilllant second to Johnson in 
104, thus equalling the time made 
by Johnson In the preliminary heat, 
in which the Englishman also finished 
second to the American. 

Other placings In the final were: 
Marlani (Italy), third, in 10.5e:¢.; 
E, L. Page (Great Britain), fourth, 
in-10.6sec.; Stolz (France), fifth, in 
10.8sec., and Sundy Dunean (Great 
Britatn), sixth, in 11sec. 

WARD'S STRONG FINISH

Anomalies 


A PERPLEXING | 
PROBLEM 


(By A Special Correspondent) 


The Special Commission appointed 
fo consider ways and menuns of im- 
proving the County Cricket Cham- 
plonship with a view te making it 
more attractive, should certainly 
devote some.of thelr energles to de- 
vising a method of reckoning polnts 
less open to criticism than the pre- 
sent cumbersome and !nvolved per- 
centages system. 

Recent events have ennbled this 
system to produce several = muaster- 
pleces of ilogleal nnd ludicrously un- 
fair placing, a few examples belng 
sufficient to prove the case for its 
eliminutlon. 

When Middlesex displaced York- 
shire at the head of the table on 
August 3 their records were as fol- 
lows:— 


Middlesex 


fo convince the unbiased observer that 
a side which had won ten games and 
lost four was entitled to rank higher 
than one that had won twelve mat- 
ches and lost two. 

A further absurdity at this point 
was provided by the fact that on 
both counties winning their next 
engagements the position would .re+ 
main unchanged, while on both los; 
Ing thetr matches Yorkshire would go 
above Middlesex. Surely the cren- 
tors of the system could scarcely have 
forescen the Gilbertlan antics of 
which thelr offspring was capable.

Dr. Valentine recommended as onc 
of the natural precautions 
cholera avoidance of beaches of that 
nature. 7 

The cholera germ_ lives fin water, 
Dr. Valentine revealed, and is cap- 
ablo of living in it for somo time. 

Dr. Valentine declared that he con- 
sidered there was more danger from 
harbour water being contaminated by 
drainage and sewage than from pollu- 
tion by floating corpses. : 

Dr. Valentine revealed that up to 
the end of August over 200,000 peo- 
ple had been Inoculated in Govern~ 
ment institutions. ‘The Queen Mary 
Hospital, Kowloon Hospital, Tung 
Wah and the Yaumati Dispensary ure 
stilt open for further inoculations. 
The public is also reminded that if 
anybody desires to have second Ino- 
culation, this can be obtained at the 
Government institutlons, as there is 
an abundant supply of scrum. 

It fs felt in‘some quarters, that in 
view of the terrible loss of life among 
the marine population of Hongkong 
as a result of the recent typhoon, that
